Washington—Secretary Mellon's let- 


ter to the Princeton faculty marks a 
turning point in the discussion of war 
debts. Up'to the time the settlements 
were made, the United States refused 
absolutely to admit that the payments 
made by the Germans to the allies had 
anything to do with the latter's obliga- 
tions to the United States. This point 
was maintained stoutly in every nego- 
tiation between the United States and 
Europe carried on by the department 
of state. 


The secretary of the treasury, how- 


ever, in answer to the criticism that 
America was forcing the European 
people to heavier burdens of taxation 
has switched the argutnenfback to the 
point where the European statesmen, 
originally tried to carry it. AVhether 
this is due to the fact that the United 
States before the settlements 
were 


made did not care to become involved 
in a discussion of what 
Germany 


should pay or whether it is due to a 
realization now that the financing-of 
Germany is the cornerstone 
of the 


whole debt controversy will never 'ce 
known.

.Some observers .see another reason 
for the -secretary's new tactics. It is 
that the 'people of the .United States 
have never been educated up w the 
point of believing that thu interallied 
debt problem is affected by what Ger- 
many is likely to do and if some plan 
of pooling al Iwar debts is' some day to 
be approved the groundwork will hava 
to be laid with American public opin- 
ion.Among many bankers the impres- 
sion prevails, for example, that while 
cancellation is not likely a plan for the 
taking of the war debt securities out 
of the hands of the governments and 
floating them to the public may be 
possible some day. This would involve 
each country selling for cash their 
present debt settlement, on a basis of 
present values instead -of 
62 year 


values. In 
other words the United 
States would be asked to take a cer- 
tain sum now which if compounded 
in interest over a period of years 
would be many times that sum but 
the advantage to present-day taxpay- 
ers would-tie cutting down of interest 
charges on public debt. 


CANCELLATION FOR PEACE 
There is another point, too, in Mr. 


Mellon's first use of the argument that 
Germany is really paying the 
war 


debts of the allies to the United States. 
It is that cancellation talk fails to take 
into account a relief for Germany and 
there are many persons in the United 
States who feel that if the idea of can- 
cellation prevails it should be an all 
around cancellation in the interest of 
peace and good feeling. Some Kuropen 
statesmen have gone.so far as to in- 
dicate that they would be willing to 
forgive Germany as much of her war 
debt as Europe owes to the United 
States but this contemplates on the 
other hand continuance of the parts of 
the reparation program which couM. 
leave tlic United States to bear most 
of the cost involved. 
The secretary's letter Is a sign that 


cancellation talk is not going to be al- 
lowed to gain headway without a re- 
tort from the treasury and that the 
movement which started at Columbia 
university nnd spread to Princeton is 
nr.t goip.j,' to be permitted to envelop 
all the universities of the 
country 


without a bit of plain speaking from 
Secretary Mellon.

this lady still clings to tho very delusion I hoped 
to dispel through the popularization of the term 
cri. 


Another dream shattered. 
If the word cri (pronounced kree 
and coined 


from the initial letters of the sumbersome phrase 
common respiratory infection) is destined to become 
a mere superfluous synonym for "cold" I'll regret 
[ invented it. 


The idea I intended the term to convey is this: 


When you or your doctor or an innocent bystander 
guess you are coming down with one of the common 
respiratory infections, you admit that you think 
so and you admit that you don't know as yet just 
what you have caught, and consequently you can 
give the bystander no assurance as to what he may 
catch from you, if you call it the cri. You give fair 
notice, fair warning:, to all who may associate with 
you that they must keep out of your range or come 
within range at their own peril. You play the game 
fairly. You do not peddle samples of jour infection 
under cover of the pietence that it is "just a little 
cold." 


When you think of cri you must understand 


and acknowledge that God only knows what it is 
;oing to be. and accordingly, it is a good health 
policy, discretion, common sense, to avoid unnec- 
essary exposure to the cri. 
. 


The way to avoid it is simply to keep outside of 


:he range of the individual who has it. The range 
s not to exceed five feet in the spray of convorsa- 
:ion, but the range increases to 10 or 12 feet if the 
ndividual sneezes or coughs without covering1 Wie 
nose and mouth. Minute droplets of moisture or 
secretion shooting out in the form of a more or less 
nvisible spray carry the germs of cri. whether it 
:urns out to be flu. diphtheria, coryza, measles or 
whatnot. 


Getting your feet wet has no more to do' with 


catching flu or coryza than it lias with catching 
diphtheria. You can'f find a health authority any- 
where who will venture to say. today, that getting 
your feet wet makes you more vulnerable to diph- 
:herla. 


It would be absurd to imagine that a wetting a 


man got from a fall through the ice is responsible 
for

excellent 
health he enjoys for 10 years 


;hereafter. Is it more sensible to imagine that such 
3. wetting or chilling has anything to do with ty- 
phoid fever or pneumonia or smallpox another man 
lappens to develop soon after such a ducking? Nine 
iimes out of 10 no illness of any kind follows a. wet- 
:ing 
or chilling—an observation 
which 
indicates 


that very few of us need fear or worry about get- 
ting wet. 


I do not cojitend that a wetting or chilling neces- 


sarily improves one's health or hardens one against 
sickness, though actual experience tends to show it 
does. I merely assure the reader than conviction 
that such a wetting or chilling cannot cause any 
sickness is a comfortable kind of 
knowledge to

DRAMA BEHIND THE SCENES 
The idea underlying nearly all the 


plays and movies and novels about (the 
circus is that there is more 
intense 


drama going on "behind the 
scenes 


than in the ring. The clown amusing 
children and grownups \vhile his heart 
is breaking, the circus lady all smiles 
to the public when she knows the life 
o£ her lover is in danger the perfornier 
playing the part of'"He who gets slap- 
ped" in the ring and offering his life 
•is a sacrafico to others in private— 
hat is the situation that has always 
been dear to the heart of the public. 


Carl Van Doren, the noted literary 


critic, drew from that fact the anal- 
ogy that if what goes on behind ' the 
scenes of a circus is of greater interest 
than what is done in the ring, the 
same thing is probably true of the cir- 
:us life. 
The books most 
novelists 


jive us are. in a sense, circus 
per- 


lormances, he seems to say. 
That is, 


:ho story consists of climaxes in 
the 


ring, things that can be seen and ap- 
ilauded by the public. But back of 
*very such visible event there is a 
story of. climaxes that took place in 
he mind, * out of sight—behind 
the 


scenes. There is room for such a novel 
of drama behind the scenes of life. 
Van Doren thought, and he proceeded 
to show what he meant by writing 
one. He called it "The Ninth Wave." 


He makes it very clear what his 


ntentions were and we are "not left to 
gather them from the 6tory< 
itself. 


He printes as a foreword a page or 
,wo from John Thane's "Drama and 
Melodrama." Here are 
a few sen- 


.ences: "The writers of fiction hax-e 
commonly found it sufficient to traffic 
n visible events, to which alone the 
;crm 'dramatic' has come to be ap- 
plied. Yet surely this restricts the 
,erm too much. _It may be as drama- 
tic to decide to^do o deed of to do it. 
tt may be as dramatic to perceive the 
searings of a situation as to scramble 
out of it. A very few thoughts that a 
man has had may explain his career 
more accurately than 
any 
possible 


number of happenings chosen from it 
could .do. I keep waiting for a novel, 
thought I have never read one, which 
will go always behind the events ,to 
the impulses, resolutions, convictions 
which mark the essential life of a 
man. He need not be unusual. I sus- 
pect that one man would do as well 
as another, because men in their In- 
ner region are so much alike. Not 
many of his moments of inner drama 
need to be recounted. Tell me the 


truth about a dozen of these moments, 
and I will tell you the truth about 
the man." 


Carl Van Doren, 
in "The Ninth 


Wave," does not think as many 
as 


12 such moments necessary; he con- 
fines'himself to 10, one for each of the 
ten chapters. He does not tell 
a 


story in the usual sense of that term: 
he gives you ten glimpses 
into the 


mind of Kent Morrow, who becomes a 
professor of history in a mid-western 
university. And his aim is to reveal 
the essential steps by which an aver- 
age man mroves from 15 to 50. Kent 
Morrow -is shown as doing this 
or 


thinking that at ten stages in his life, 
and the reader is left to imagine what 
happened in between. 


It is an interesting idea and it may 


well be that -"The Ninth Wave" Will 
introduce a'new type of novel. It will 
be much harder to write than the nov- 
el of events, for melodrama is always 
easier to handle than drama; it is less 
subtle, its .appeal is to cruder emo- 
tions. I Would not at all agree with 
John Thane that it has never been 
done before. There are a fair number 
of novels that have done that sort ot 
thing, perhaps unconsciously. But it 
is probable..that Carl Van Doren's 
book is the first one that set out to do 
just that and hence it lias the impor- 
tance that we attach to all first at- 
tempts in a new field. 


Specifically what is told In a story 


of that kind? The familiar .triangte 
idea furnishes a good example. In 
"The Ninth Wave," as in thousands 
of novels, two men are in love with 
the same woman.

Mrs. Coohdged isplaye rare taste in 
selecting the Patter&on 
mansion as 


their home while the White House is 
undergoing repair. Inside and out, it is 
a structure of imposing:, though quiet 
and dignified beauty. 


When he 
designed 
it, 
Stanford 


White's architectural genius took ad- 
vantage o£ the singular contour of the 
plot on which it stands where sedate 
Massachusetts avenue joins Dupont 
Circle from the cas^t. And its interior 
'ullills all the esthetic anticipations its 
exterior arouses. 


One of the most striking rooms is 


the ball room. Unlike most chambers 
of great size, it has a rare quality of 
size. It expresses as well as any oth- 
er room in the house a perfect har- 
mony of color and design. 


HARD TO REPLACE 


The furniture is Louis XV an Ix>u- 


s XVI in design and the majority of 
the pieces are original. Some of -the 
furniture frames are painted 
of an- 


tique gold, others are cream color. The 
original coverings of all pieces in this 
loom have been replaced.1 


It has been no easy task to supplant 


the original beautiful brocades 
and 


damasks. It has taken months of 
search both here and abroad to find 
materials correct in design and scale 
for the individual pieces and for the 
pictuife as a whole. 


For deeper tones and proper accent 


we have used on other pieces old Au- 
busson tapestry 
of a soft rose and 


green flowered design on a delicate 
turquoise blue ground. The curtains of 
rose damask, although 30 years old 
are still lovely and will not need, to he 
icplaced for years to come. Against 
the soft gray of the panelled 
wallb 


they offer a perfect background for the 
pastel shades of the furniture. 


The arrangement of furniture in the 


Ball-room, as in other rooms in the 
house, has not been a matter of acci- 
dent. Each piece has been 
careful^ 


placed. Chairs and 
sofas are placet 


near one another BO that small groups 
of people may talk together easily. 


Like in the other rooms, there are 


no overhead lights here. A beauliDi 
glo\\v is imparted by groups of lights in 
old bronze sconces placed in the wal 
panels. The shielding of these lights 
has been most carefully studied so 
that the lighting is not only pleasing 
to the eye but brings out the nnest 
color effects as well. In the ball-room' 
we have covered the shades with deli- 
cate gray chiffon over gold. 


Two of the rooms I have most en- 


joyed redecorating are a bedroom and 
small sitting-room, the walls of which 
are painted a soft blue, green. Against 
this 
background 
we I grouped 
old 


French pieces, some covered in old 
glazed chintz and others in soft shades. 
The original rug we replaced with an 
all-over carpet in deep egg-plant color. 


BRIGHT CHINTZ 


To brighten ^the whole effect, we 


used at the windows a gold-colored 
glazed chintz piped in soft lacquer red. 
This same note of lacquer -red has 
been brought out 
elsewhere > in 
the 


rooms by two old Chinese cabinets and 
by some small modern tables painted 
the same rich hue. On the wall at the 
head of the delicate Louis XVI bed is 
hung a square of beautiful old brocade. 


In each of these rooms, as in every 


other main room in the house^is an 
open fireplace. Here the mantelpieces 
are small in scale, of delicately carved 
marble. Fitted into one of them is a 
pair of old bronze andirons, recumbent 
hounds. 


It has been a big task to finish the 


house in such short order. But if our 
work Is making the sojourn of the 
President and Mrs. 
Coolidge more 


.pleasant, we have done well.

Many of 
the letters to his wife, whom he 
adored, were written from various 
battlefields. The Duchess of ilai'l- 
borough lacked little of her hus- 
band's talent for generalship, but 
, much of his kindness. She played 
successfully for many years at 
Queen Anne's couit, her game of 
chess with human pawns.

versities seeking to cut down the num- 
ber of student failures must first class- 
ify those students who really seek an 
education and those who "merely want 
to go to college," H. Glicksman, as- 
sistant dean of the college of letters 
and science of the University of Wis- 
consin, Thursday told members of the 
North Central Association of Colleges 
and Universities here. 


Principal causes of scholastic 
fail- 


ures according to Glicksman, are: 


Outside work, poor health, mental 


'disquiet, extra-curricular activities, so- 
cial diversions and the lure of college 
life In general, noisy surroundings and 
undesirable 
associates, 
inadequate 


methods of study, meagre natural en- 
dowments and plain indifference and 
neglect. 


"There are no two failing students 


in whom these various causes opffr- 
ate in the same combination," he said. 
. "In Educational science as in the oth- 
- ei- sciences, we need to draw further 
away from the once popular doctrine 
that disorders are referable to -single 
and separate causes. 


"The success or failure of a. student 


In college is the quotient or result of a 
fraction or ratio in which the numer- 
'ator comprises everything 
that the 


student brings to bear upon his re- 
sponsibilities, both for the present and 
the future. This member in the ratio 
includes his environment, both pres- 
ent.and past, his. heredity, his intellec- 
tual and imaginative 
curiosity, his 


willingness to renounce other distrac- 
tions for work. The denominator .rep- 
resents the task which he must accom- 
plish if he is to be a college graduate 
worthy of the title. Whether that task 
is regarded as a single assignment by 
one Instructor in one course for an 
appointed day, or the .whole job of at- 


• tacking1 and mastering' such part of 
the curriculum as falls to his lot the 
principal Is the same." 


Lack of firmness and steadiness of 


purpose "is exceedingly prominent" 
among the 
cases of 
undergraduate 


failures, Glicksman said. "There are 
no substitutes and no vacations, for 
character," he continued. "This has 
been a somewhat unpopular doctrine, 
but leaders and officials in higher edu- 
cation must cling fast to it.
